: The above basically states under what conditions amateur amplifiers must 
be type accepted and the allowed exceptions to type acceptance. 


: Unless there is another clause somewhere else in other FCC regs about 
preventing an individual from selling non-type accepted gear, I think 
: transfering amateur or any other gear to a non-amateur is allowed. 


Well, there is. They referred you to 2.815, which says in part 
(appendix 8 of the FCC Rule Book, if you have it): 


b. ... No person shall ... sell or lease, [or] offer for sale or for 
lease ... any ... amplifier or amplifier kit capable or operation 
between 24 and 35 MHz. 


c. [Requires type acceptance for the sale, lease, offer to sell or 
let, manufacture, importation, shipping, distribution, and so on, any 
amp operating below 144 MHz.] 


Now, d. and e. provide exemptions for b. and c. xfor 
amateur-to-amateur sales only* and refer to 97.315 and 97.317. These 
allow sales to bona fide dealers - xonlyx for resale to amateurs. 

But that's it - unlike transmitters, selling HF amplifiers without 
type acceptance to anyone other than a licensed amateur is illegal.
